II7ITHIN a year or two, Adams 


county may become a fisher- 


men's paradise. 


Through the efforts of D. J. For- 


ney, 
Gettysburg garageman, and 


other Izaak Waltonians, the state 
bureau of fisheries and hatcheries is 
stocking various streams in the 
county with good-sized trout and 
bass. 


Streams TouBe Patrolled 


Approximately 3,000 trout, rang- 


ing in size from six to eleven inches, 
were placed in Marsh creek, Cone- 
wago creek and Tom's creek, and to- 
day a consignment of bass were re- 
ceived from Marsh and Conewago 
creeks. 


Until the fish become larger, game 


protectors will patrol the streams in 
which the trout and bass have been 
placed to prevent seining. Mr. For- 
ney also urged residents along the 
streams to report any violations of 
the fish laws until the young fish 
have been acclimated to their new 
surroundings. 


Troat Are Unsavory 


Mr. Forney recalled that several 


years ago when a number of fish 
were placed in a certain Adams 
county stream he received reports 
that seines were placed in the 
stream one nighfe-asd— several lard 
cans of young fish were taken from 
the stream. 
To guard against a 


repetition of this occurrence, state 
fish wardens and local residents will 
patrol the streams until the firsh 
are larger. 


Mr. Forney also pointed out that 


the young trout and bass placed in 
the streams are not fit to eat. "They 
have been raised on a diet of liver," 
he said, "and are soft and mushy."

thon dancer is "Johnnie Bay," was 
driving Morton's machine, a light 
coach. 


Little Sleep in 12 Days 


"Johnnie" who also claims he is a 


prize fighter in the bantam weight 
class, had been dancing at Maple 
Grove park, Lancaster, for the past 
twelve days, and had taken only the 
regular 15-minute rest periods in 
which to sleep during that time. 


Ryrie dropped out of the contest 


which he described as a "gyp mara- 
thon" on Tuesday morning, and met 
Morton, Tuesday evening. Morton 
was going to Pittsburgh on business 
tedayr~and—he- promised to takc- 
"Johnnie" with him. 


"Johnnie" told a local highway 


patrolman, who investigated 
the 


crash, that he did not feel himself 
going to sleep, and did not wake up 
until his car left the highway. The 
machine, traveling west, crossed to 
the left side of the highway, hit a 
concrete culvert, then a telephone 
pole and-upset. 


Car a Complete Wreck 


Morton, who was cut by flying 


glass, was thrown out of the car. 
The Gettysburg ambulance was 
called and he was brought to the 
hospital. His head was cut from his 
right ear to the top of the scalp.

boots" faced the possibility of 
committing a very grave social er- 
ror in military circles

Wister. 


better known as ' Guinea" among 
his Gettysburg fnends, solved the 
situation in the most peculiar way.

ceding year, while there were 4,610 
fewer marriages than in 1930. 


For every divorce granted in 1931, 


there were approximately - eight 
marriages performed, according to 
the data released by Dr. Jones. 


While '12 4 persons out of each 


1,000 population were married in 
Pennsylvania, last year, our neigh- 
boring state of Maryland showed, 
thirty persons out of each 1,000

Tokyo Asks Detailed Report, 


Hinting Protest At Man- 


churian Action. 


Tokyo, Aug. 10 (AP)—Indignant 


at Secretary of State Stimson's ref- 
erences to Japan's line of action in 
Manchuria, the foreign office Tues- 
day cabled for a detailed report of 
his Monday night address in New 
York, with a view of protesting to 
Washington. 


The Japanese embassy in the 


American capital was instructed to 
make clear exactly what the secre- 
tary said. The foreign office may 
make "suitable representations" in 
the event the official version bears 
out press accounts of the address. 


The chief point of Mr. Stimson's 


speech was that the Briand-Kellogg 
treaty outlawing war implicitly pro- 
vided for consultation among the- 
signers to mobilize moral disap- 
proval of acts of aggression. In ex- 
plaining this point the secretary re- 
ferred to the Sino-Japanese con- 
flict,-noting that the United States, 
and subsequently the league, in- 
formed Japan and China that no 
settlement resulting from the use of 
arms would be recognized. 


Tokyo officials said they especially 


disliked what they described as an 
unmistakable implication that Ja- 
pan was the aggressor in Manchuria, 
against whom the whole world or- 
ganized and mobilized as never be- 
fore. 


All of Tuesday afternoon's papers 


gave prominent display to inter- 
views with the foreign office spokes- 
man, in which he was quoted as 
voicing indignation over the Man- 
churian references in the Stimson 
speech. Influential offcial elements 
were behind the move to make rep- 
resentations,to Washington.
